Newcastle Breakers are one of 
the most experienced clubs in the 
CCSL and, other than the vast 
amount of league experience that 
the squad has put together, six 
players between them have 
amassed nearly 100 international 
games in total for Australia and 
New Zealand. 

It is on the backbone of that 
experience that new coach Jim 
Foley has built his team. 

But Foley has also shown his 
faith in younger players like 
Troy Halpin and Mark Wilson as 
the Northern NSW club goes 
about the difficult task of defying 
its critics to retain its place in the 
CCSL. 

The woes of Newcastle were 
well documented in the pre- 
season press; debts of $2 million, 
the departure of manager Dave 
McQuire, followed by the exit of 
coach Bruce Stowell did as much 
to cause umeasiness around 
Austral Park as anything else. 

But shortly into the season, and 
the press's attentions focussed on 
the playing rather than 
administrative aspect, it became 
obvious that Foley, in his second 
stint as a CCSL coach, had 


brought in the right blend to 


ensure survival, if not success. 
Off the park, the Breakers have 
a magnificent two stand home 
ground at Austral Park in the 
suburbs of Newcastle, and have 
also strengthened their link with 
the Northern NSW _ Soccer 
Federation. ae 
That alone should ensure their 


In its place is Foley's 
collection of battle hardened 
veterans. 

But that squad is rich in 
talent with some of the best 
players in the league. 

Warren Spink has long 
established his reputation as a 
deadly taker of goals and 
with the back-up of David 
Lowe and Rod Brown there 
is plenty of potency in their 
attack. 

Maybe at the back 
Newcastle are suffering from 
a lack of mobility, although 
the return of Darren Stewart 
from Malaysia and 
subsequent injury will do 
much to arrest that. 


But that doesn't mean that. 


the Breakers don't play an 
attractive style of football. 
The former Newcastle 
Rosebud coach knows only

very survival but in the soccer—mad 
coalfields area mere survival isn't 
enough. 

If the Breakers want to relive the 
glory days of their predecessors’ 
CCSL days then they have to win 
their share of games on the park, 
and win with flair.

United the club established a 
ground record of 18,000+ as the 
northern fans packed _into 
Broadmeadows to see the legendary 
Bobby Charlton pull on a jersey for 
one Jast time. 

But today is a different era, 
United are gone and so too are those 
heady days when the NSL was 
peppered with household soccer 
names. 


allowing him the luxury of 
developing his youth team into 
future first team players. 

Foley, however, is quick to point 
out the big jump in class from youth 
to senior soccer. 

"The jump up in standard is 
enormous," said the Breakers coach 
earlier in the season. 

But the Newcastle area is such a 
hotbed of soccer that it is only time 
before stars in the mould of Joe 
Marston, Craig Johnston and 
Marshall Soper start to re-appear 
through the youth ranks. 

If Foley's band of seasoned 
veterans can buy Newcastle that 
time then the team could be 
preparing for the start of an exciting 
new era.
